Student election results tallied

Captain Blisht may have been incensed 
when Arturo Avina, Tanis Ybarra, and 
Roberto Hernandez proposed a platform 
“based upon specific proposals,’ but 
those who cast a ballot in the ASSSC 
elections obviously were not and decided 
that these were the people to lead their 
student government for the coming year 
In a history making move, the trio 
captured the major executive positions of 
the student government President, Vice 
President. and Senate Chairman, making 
them the first Chicanos to capture the 
major student government offices on any 
college campus in the country 

They attribute their election victory to 
a coalition—a coalition made up of third 
world students. women and “anglos.” 
Although part of their success may have 
been due to the apathy of most of the 
17,000 students on this campus, those 
who were interested expressed their 
Opinion and put in office what could 
prove to be one of the most outstanding 
student governments in the history of 
Ssc 

The three campaigned on a platform 
aimed at a reassessment of the ASSSC 
budget made up of that $10 fee they hit 
you for at registration, and “to effect the 
kinds of changes that will result in all 
Students receiving the opportunities for 
quality education and an atmosphere that 
is conducive to the development of the 
total human being.”’ 

In calling for “firm leadership, 
Imagination, and creativity,” in student 
government, a quality they assert that has 
been lacking, the three endorsed the 
concept of affirmative action, citing the 
benefit to women, minorities, and all 
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President Vice President

This 
contradicted what members of 
the Board had said previously 
Prior to Friday, they had said 
that the interim suspension was 
ordered only to insure Roberts’ 
presence at the next Board 
meeting.

Rags responded that the 
question of FCC licensing was a 
debatable question. Many of his 
supporters agree that his 
program did not violate FCC 
standards of fairness and that 
the suspension was a political act 
against him by one of KER’s 
numerous factions.
